The Lebanons. 


(D. C. Eby) 

“Lhbanon is ashamed and hewn 
down,’ ’ (Isa, 83:9), “Is it not 
yet and avery little while, and 
Lebanon shall be turned into a 
fruitful field? (Isa. 29:17), What 
a pleasant land this would be 
even now were it not for war, 
poverty and distress, 

Beirut is beautifully situated on 
the south side of St. George's Bay 
in the narrow, garden-girt coast 
plain, The sea with its ever 
changing’ color and mood is 
beautiful indeed. To the east 
are the Lebanons and the con- 
trast between the rosy tint of the 
mountains and the deep blue of 
the sea is highly picturesque, 
especially by evening light, Be- 
yond the narrow plain by the sea 
the mountains rise rapidly to 
several thousand  fhet. T 
are cultivated to a considerable 
height and slopes are _ thickly 
studded with villages. 

On the plain the tall stately 
palm trees ar? loaded with  im- 
mense clusters of dates which be- 
gin to ripen in September. The 
fruit ‘hangs down from among 
the long palm leaves which grow 
at the top of th: tree. Here also 
banana plants are grown, which 
bear a large bunch of small ban- 
anas. The plants are 8 to 12 
feet high and bear only once, then 
they are cut down and as rw 
sprout comes up in its place. 
They produce fruit all seasons 
of the year, 

The mountains look green with 
the shrubbery, scrub-oak and trees. 
Some groves of Aleppo pine trees 
of peculiar shape (that have all 
their branches at the top and bear 
a cone which thas an edible nut 
in it) are scattewd over the 
mountains, Olive trees, fig 
trees (with the ripe sweet figs 
bursting open), plums, pears (not 
as good as American pears), 
apricots, oranges, lemons, apn'es, 
loquat (an evergrazn tree of the 
apple family yielding fruit about 


the size of plums, ‘has large 
smooth seeds and tastes some- 
what like an apple) and = mul- 


berry trees (kept cut off so the 


fresh young leaves can be gathered 
for silk worms) are grown. The 
vineyards also add to the beauty 
of the country. The large lus- 
cious buncid:s of grapes make us 
think of the spies, who when 
“They came unto the brook of 
Eshcol, cut down from thence a 
branch with om: cluster of grapes 
and they bare it between two 
upon a staff, ana they brought 
of the pomegranates and of th: 
figs.” 

The gardens also help to mak« 
the country prosperous and f:au- 
tiful, Beans, vegetable-marrow, 
lettuce, potatoes, watermelons, 
muskmelons, tomatoes, okra, 
cucumbers, egg plant, etc. arf: 
all grown, as well as some wheat 
and barley. The mountains are 
terraced, thus giving small level 
patches on which all these things 


are grown, Streams of water 
make irrigation possible. We are 
led to ask, “What will this 


country be like when the prophecy 
is fulfilled, Lebanon shall be 
turned into a fruitful field?’ 
There are many barren places 
now that will then bring forth. 

The cedar of the Lebanon that 
was once so plentiful is now only 
found in a very few places. ‘“Le- 
banon is ashamed and hewn 
down,” « There are still several 


groups of cedars to be found on 
the Cedar Mountain, at an. alti- 
tude of over 6000 feet above sea 
level and inland some distance 
from the town of Tripoli. One 
of the smaller groups, protected 
by a wall, occupiks the top of a 
hill and contains about 400 very 
old trees, the tallest, however does 
not exceed 80 feet in height. The 
oldest tries are seven in nw 
and the largest has @ circwm- 
ference of 47 feet. An annual 
festival is celebrated there every 
August by gyasants.. Cedar 
trees formerly covered many 
summits that are now bere, No 
such trees grew in the land of 
Israel so Solomon caused cedars 
to be brught from Libanon for 
tl4: building of the temple. The 
great modern region of the cedar 
is the Cilician Taurus Mountains.

Work is Nearing Completion in Paris, 
and Statue Will be Unveiled a¢ 
Ottawa, July ist. 

The original of the statue of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, to be erected on par- 


pleted by the Montreal sculptor, 
Brunet, now living in Paris, who was 
commissioned to undertake the work 
by the Canadian government a year 
ago, Casting of the statue proper will 
be commenced immediately. 

It is understood that Premier Mac- 
kenzie King, while in Paris some 
weeks ago, made several suggestions 
to Brunet which have improved the 
work, Hon. L. A. Taschereau, premier 
of Quebec, and Piillippe Roy, Cana- 
dian comimissioner-general in Paris, 
have expressed their satisfaction with 
the artist’s work. 

The unveiling of the statue has been 
arranged for July 1, in connection with 
the celebration. It has been suggested 
that at the same time Premier King 
might plant two poplar trees behind

Dr. H. M. Tory, president of the University of Aiberta and chafrman af} 
the National Research Council of Canada, represented Canada at the selentific 
conference of all countries having an outlet on the Pacific, which was held a 
few months ago in Japan, and in a recent address before the Canadian Club | 
of Saskatoon he gave some of his impressions of Japan and its people. ~ Dr. 
Tory'’s highly entertaluing and instructive address contained much food for 
thought on the part of Canadians. 

In extent of area, Dr, Tory pointed out, Japan is about three-fifths the 
size of Alberta and Saskatchey 


an, and of that area only about twenty per cent. | 
is capable of cultivation. Nevertheless, the islands of Japan are inhabited by 
almost sixty millions of people. Therefore, Japan, like the British Isles, must | 
provide for the sustenance of its people by the importation of enormous quanti: | 
ties of foodstuffs, and for their employment in other ways than agriculture. 
Japan has as a consequence become a highly industrialized nation. 

Japan is frequently referred to as the Great Dritain of the Pacifie, and the 
description is an apt one. Not only is there an analogy as noted in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, but Japan, like Britain, has developed a larg 
merchant marine and is offering effectiy 


und growing 
competition in the markets of Pactic 
countries. In another respect Japan is adopting British nethods. It Is im- 
porting raw materials from other lands, converting therm into articles of 
manufacture, and then reselling the finished product even in the very coun 
tries from which the raw materials were imported. 

For example, Japan is 


mporting raw cotton from the United Sites, manu. 
facturing it, and selling the manufactured articles in the United States in 
competition with Americ 


and British manufacturers after paying heavy 
United States customs duties. 

In the first six months of last year Japan imported forty million more 
bushels of wheat than in the corzesponding period of the previous year. Flour 
mills are being crected to 
home demand, but for export. 

Japan, said Dr. Tory, is just as keenly interested i 


rind this wheat into flour, not only to supply the 


promoting iis export 


trade, and just as much concerned about an adverse balance of ade, as 
adians are in respect to this Dominion. The-Japanese realize that they must 
import huge quantities of food, and they are deterinined to pay for these im- 
ports through the sale of the products of their industrles. This is a situation | 
of which Canada and the world must take cognizance. 

No people stand higher in the estimation and confidence of the people of 
Japan than do those of the British Empire, -The English language is taught in 
all the schools, and reatizing: that Wnagelish is, and to an ever incre My extent 
will be, the language cf commerce, Japan Js in every Way encouraging its peo- 
ple to learn it so that within a generation or two every educated person in 
Japan will have a command of the language, Every year, too, the brightest 
students from Japanese universities are sent all over the world to learn every- 
thing in the arts and sciences that the best thought and the latest inven- 
tion has to offer. 

Canada has a golden opportunity before:it for the development of trade | 
and commerce with Japan on a truly gigantic scale. Ths Dominon has for sale 
an abundance of many of the things which Japan lacks and must buy. As a 
British people there is a friendly feeling for us. The two countries face one 
another across the Pacitic with lines of communication already established 
One thing remains for the people of Canada to learn and to do if full adyan- 
tuge is to be taken of the opportunities awaitng it in Japan and the Orient as 
a whole 

Canada is a young, lerge, and undeveloped country. Japan fs an old land 
with a history under one ruling dynasty dating back to hundreds of years 
before Christ. The family of the present Emperor has ruled over Japan in an 
unbroken line for 2,600 years Japan is a small country, densely populated. 
Ji is fully developed and hatgghils industriaiized. Its people are intensely patriotic, 
of a bigh order of intellitence, and very proud, ‘To the extent that Canadians 
are obsessed, with the Western idea that the Japanese are an inferior people,
